location 
should therefore be restricted to sites 
offering such possibility. 
In accord­ 
ance with this view the president ap­ 
pointed a board consisting of the 
secretaries of war, interior and agri­ 
culture to consider, through actual ex­ 
amination or otherwise, w ater pow*er 
sites In different parts of the United 
States. 
This board entered upon its 
duties and held hearings and exam ­ 
ined localities in oq^ section of the 
country, when in the course of their 
investigation* serious doubt arose as 
to the efficiency of processes requir­ 
ing a large am ount of power as com­ 
pared with certain other processes re­ 
quiring relatively little power and al­ 
ready com mercially successful or rap­ 
idly approaching that point.
